He gave loans to 
farmers at very low interest, re- 
payable in easy installments.

Credit Probe 
Mistakes Are 
Investigated 


By DICK BARNES

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate antitrust investigators are 
quietly examining credit report- 
ing agencies to find out if feder- 
al laws are needed to protect or- 
dinary citizens against agency 
mistakes that can ruin a per- 
son's credit rating. 


The antitrust and monopoly 


subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., plans 
early summer public hearings 
on evidence gathered by its in- 
vestigators over the past sever- 
al months. 


"People are frightened," said 


a 
subcommittee 
investigator. 


"With the volume of credit mul- 
tiplying, and increasing reliance 
on credit reporting bodies, we 
must see if credit reports are as 
fair and accurate as they should 
be." 


The customer who buys mer- 


chandise on credit in essence 
asks the merchant to approve 
his credit rating. The credit 
manager likely asks his local 
credit bureau what its central- 
ized records show about the per- 
son's bill-paying habits. He may 
also question a credit bureau in 
the customer's former home- 
town. 
,

A man looking for an insur- 


ance policy or a job may have 
credit agency checks run on 
him that involve not only his 
credit but other details of his 
personal life. 


The price of a report is cheap. 


For 4 to ^8'cents^thejvcredit 
grantor can*see*"if his "potential 
customer is on a nationwide list 
of bad risks. 


For $25, an insurance compa- 


ny can get a rundown on credit, 
personal habits and other de- 
tails of an individual's life 
which may be based on from 2 
to 10 interviews of his friends 
and associates. 


A House subcommittee on pri- 


vacy has been quizzing credit 
'reporting agency officials for 
several months in attempting to 
determine whether their activi- 
ties constitute an invasion of 
privacy. 


Hart doesn't raise that ques- 


tion. The senator assumes as 
fact that information on a per- 
son's finances must be available 
in today's credit card society. 
His investigation is aimed at 
finding out whether legal safe- 
guards are needed. 


An investigator for Hart's 


subcommittee said it has re- 
ceived scores of complaints 
from persons who claim to have 
been victimized by credit re- 
porting snafus, and hopes to get 
more before hearings begin, 


Among examples in the sub- 


committee files is this com- 
plaint: 


A middle-income man from a 


Southern state told investigators 
that his new automobile had so 
many defects that the manufac- 
turer's credit financing division 
finally agreed to take back the 
car and require no further pay. 
ments, 


About this time the man was 


hired for a better Job. But he 
lost the job when his credit 
record turned up with a blot on 
it. It turned out that the auto 
firm had listed the return of the 
defective car as a repossession 
-and wouldn't change the re- 
cords, 


The man's new employer said

Wednesday night of violating 
the National Firearms Act and 
was given the maximum sen- 
tence of five years in prison and 
a $2,000 fine. 


Brown, 24, chairman of the 


Student Nonviolent Coordinat- 
ing Committee, was freed on 
bond pending appeal after the 
biracial jury returned its ver- 
dict in federal court. 


Under terms of the $15,000 


bond, Brown's travel was re- 
stricted to the Southern District 
of New York State. 


The immediate sentencing by 


U.S. District Judge Lansing L. 
Mitchell was at the request of 
William M. Kunstler, of New 
York, chief defense attorney for 
the Black Power advocate. 


Kunstler included a plea for 


leniency, describing the govern- 
ment case as an effort to "si- 
lence" Brown, a frequent and 
fiery speaker at civil rights ral- 
lies. 


"It is time this persecution 


must stop and this is persecu- 
tion of the most blatant sort!" 
cried Kunstler. "We recall that

Before starting 
to use contraceptive pills, a 
woman should have a 
com- 


plete 
physical 
examination 


with special reference to the 
breasts and pelvic organs, a 
Pap smear and liver function 
tests. 


In a few women the pill 


appears 
to 
aggravate 
mi- 


graine attacks. In a very 
small number of women who 
are taking the pill abnormal 
clotting within the blood ves- 
sels occurs. Although no di- 
rect cause and effect relation- 
ship between the pill and the 
clotting has been established 
evidence that such a relation- 
ship exists appears to be 
growing. For this reason these 
pills should not be taken by 
any woman who has any type 
of vascular disease, including 
high blood pressure. 


Both loss of scalp hair and 


an increased growth of hair 
on the face have been report- 
ed in women who are taking 
the piil but there is no proof 
that the pill was responsible 
and it is hard to see how it 
could produce two such op- 
posite effects. 


On the plus side, the pills are 


credited with relieving meno- 
pausal symptoms, preventing 
osteoporosis 
(decalcification 


of bones) and reducing sus- 
ceptibility to staphylococcic 
infections. They may, how- 
ever, increase the suscepti- 
bility to infection with 
Can- 


dida albicans (leukorrhea). 


Meanwhile, the acceptability 


of intrauterine contraceptive 
devices is increasing thanks 
to greater care in observing 
aseptic techniques and im- 
proved methods for their in- 
sertion. When properly used 
they are highly effective.

RFKs Aides 
Urge Attack 
an McCarthy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy's top advis- 
ers are urging him to attack 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy as a 
stalking horse for Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey. 


This development represents 


a considerable 
turnaround in 


the three-way race for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination. 
After McCarthy announced his 
candidacy last winter he was 
tagged by political detractors as 
a stalking horse for Kennedy. 


It had been Kennedy's earlier 


hope that once he had chalked 
up victories over McCarthy in 
the primaries— as he did in Indi- 
ana and Nebraska and now ex- 
pects to do in Oregon and Call- 
fornia— the Minnesota senator 
would throw his support behind 
him at the Chicago convention. 


Consequently he has taken 


pains to avoid any other than 
pin-prick attacks on McCarthy. 
But McCarthy has rejected Ken- 
nedy's repeated invitations to 
join forces with him against 
Johnson administration policies.

Humphrey, 
despite 


differences with the vice presi- 
dent on Johnson policies. 


McCarthy,

might end up supporting Hum- 
phrey but also said he is waiting 
to see whether the vice presi- 
dent changes his view of Viet- 
nam war policy. 


Humphrey, of course, has vig-

Kennedy's advisers are telling 


the New York senator he ought 
to pound away on the campaign 
theme that a vote for McCarthy 
is really a vote for Humphrey, 


This effort to pin a Humphrey 


label on McCarthy apparently 
would be calculated to provide a 
ready explanation for the Ken- 
nedy camp if their candidate 
fails to collect a majority of the 
Democratic vote in either the 
Oregon or California primaries, 
He could say that he was fight-

evader in a church Wednesday

Robert A, Talmanson, 21, of 


Boston, was carried from the al- 
tar of the Arlington Street Uni- 
tarian-Universalist Church to a 
rear door where some 200youth- 
ful protesters sang and shouted, 
"Hell no, Tally, you won't go!" 


Marshals carried him to a car 


waiting in a parking lot nearby, 
but the demonstrators rushed 
past police and surrounded the 
vehicle, which was immobilized 
for a half-hour by demonstra- 
tors lying on its roof and in its 
path. 


Police reinforcements sent a 


flying wedge to drag Talmanson 
to a waiting police van which 
sped away. The move touched 
off 
a series of fist fights 


in which demonstrators were 
hurled to the ground and at 
least 15 were taken into custody. 
They later were released. 


U.S. Atty. Paul S. Markham, 


said Talmanson was picked up 
in the afternoon instead of the 
quieter night hours because "it 
would be a sorry state if the

command said 2,282 


Americans were wounded in ac- 
tion last Week, 57 more than the 
week before. Of those wounded 
last week, 1,314 required hospi- 
talization, the command said. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 475 government 
troops killed last week, 1,476 
wounded and 71 missing or cap. 
tured. The week before the re- 
port was 675 killed, 1,999 wound- 
ed and 96 missing. 


The two commands said 4,765 


of the enemy were killed last 
week. The U.S. Command also 
revised its report of enemy 
killed the week before, raising it 
from 5,552 to 8,186. Although not 
a record, this was among the 
heaviest tolls of the war. 


The U.S. Command said the 


report raised the total American 
combat casualties in Vietnam 
since Jan. 1, 1961, to 23,500 
killed and 143,676 wounded, with 
74,582 of the latter requiring 
hospitalization. 


A total of 1,211 Americans are

The drug was withdrawn 
from the market after Dr. Wi- 
duking Lenz, a pediatrician, re- 
ported a possible link between it 
and a wave of infants born with 
malformed limbs. The drug also 
was blamed for the deaths of 
some malformed infants soon 
after their births. 


The mothers reportedly had 


taken thalidomide in the early 


stages of pregnancy, 


Soon after the Lenz report, 


the first of what eventually add* 
ed up to about 300 criminal com* 
plaints was filed by one of the 
parents of these children at the 
office of the Aachen chief prose* 
cutor, Heinrich Gierlich. 


Five years of investigation led 


to a 972*page indictment taken 
from 60,000 pages of evidence. 


The trial is expected to last at 


least two years. It promises to 
be involved. Gierlich said in an* 
nouncing the indictment last 
year: "In nature and size this 
case is without precedent. It is 
of Immense consequence for all 
concerned," 


The defendants face maxi- 


mum sentences of five years 
imprisonment, and a decision 
against them would open the 
way for parents' civil damage 
claims, possibly totaling $25 
million.

HAMILTON, Bermuda (AP) 


— Bermuda's pro-British white 
party drew wide backing from 
the resort island's Negro major- 
ity and rode an apparent back- 
lash against rioting last month 
to a 3 to 1 victory today in the 
colony's first one-man, one-vote 
election. 


The conservative United Ber- 


muda party took 30 of the 40 
seats in the House of Assembly 
while the Negro Progressive La- 


•. bor party won only 10. The La- 
;bor party had promised to cut 
•the colony's 359-year-old ties 
,,with Britain. 
jhe 
Bermuda 
Democratic 


party, also largely Negro, was 
:blanked. 


The United party's victory 


had been expected, but its pro- 
portions were a surprise. The 
white-dominated party asserted 
Negro mobs who rioted April 
25-26 were incited at least in 
part by the Labor party. 


No violence or even minor in- 


cidents were reported during 
the balloting Wednesday. The 
British frigate Leopard was an- 
chored offshore, however, as a 
precaution. 


Walter Robinson, the Labor 


party leader who said his forces 
would win 26 seats and have the 
British out in "six months to a 
year," lost in hisdistrict. 


Whites took 26 of the 40 seats, 


although about 55 per cent of 
the 20,918 eligible voters were 
Negroes. The United party ran 
13 Negro candidates, and seven 
of them were elected. 


Many of the Negroes were 


voting for the first time, due to 
reduction of the age require- 
ment from 25 to 21. The whites 
also lost an advantage with the

Today's North hand is per- 


fect for the best response. 
North does not. want to let 
South play at one no-trump. 
It would be nice if North 
could get to play at two of a 
minor but East and West can 
make at least three spades 
and West would surely try a 
two spade bid if North merely 
responded with a minor suit 
sign off at the two level. 


South isn't at all happy 


when North drops him at 
three clubs. That is, until he 
sees the dummy. Then he 
sees that he is in a fine con- 
tract and should make it after 
the heart lead. 


Assuming that East takes 


his ace of hearts and con- 
tinues the suit, South wins 
with his king and plays ace 
and one diamond. West wins 
and forces dummy where- 
upon South should lead a 
trump toward his hand.
